Sire of Three Stakes Winners 
of Seven Stakes in 1953 

THE RHYMER'S 1953 sire record is high¬ 
lighted by the performance of Tuscany in 
the handicap ranks. Last year Tuscany 
won $99,100 to boost his earnings to 
$140,362. 

The Rhymer's sire record shows many 
stakes performers with sensational win per¬ 
centages. Besides Tuscany, The Rhymer had 
out the 1953 stakes winners Blue Rhymer 
and Versify among his 31 winners. Buck 'n 
Gee finished a close second to Find in the 
Ohio Derby in track-record time for I j/g 
miles. 

And in addition The Rhymer has sired 
71 starters from his first six crops—and 57 
have won, or 80 per cent. Here is The 
Rhymer's record, by crops:

MAJOR LEAGUE: Laurel’s meeting was a 
big one in more ways than one. Not only was 
the 19-day term the most successful, financially, 
in the track’s history, but it packed a lot of color 
as well. While not flossy, the racing was first 
class. 

On 15 of the 19 programs the betting ex¬ 
ceeded the million dollar mark. The total at¬ 
tendance of 281,192 entrusted $22,746,048 to 
the mutuels machines. That’s an average of 14,- 
800 fans and a handle of $1,197,160, represent¬ 
ing an increase of 10 and 14 per cent, respec¬ 
tively. 

A new one-day high in wagering was re¬ 
corded on March 27 when $1,982,520 was 
pushed through the wickets. A new single-race 
high was established on the same program when 
$302,681 was bet on the Cherry Blossom Stakes. 
The record daily double pool of $156,586 set 
on March 27 was surpassed two weeks later by 
a new Maryland mark of $161,536. 

During the meeting, John D. Schapiro, pres¬ 
ident of Laurel, spoke out for longer, continuous 
sessions. He also advocates raising the "take” 
from 10 to 12 per cent at the major tracks, with 
the association and the State sharing equally in 
the increase. 

A STAR IS BORN: Easily the outstanding 
development of the meeting was Mrs. Ada L. 
Rice’s three-year-old, Ring King. This son of 
Alsab and Grade Vee came to Laurel a maiden, 
and emerged the champion. He scored three 
wins, two of them in stakes—the Cherry Blos¬ 
som and Chesapeake. 

THE CHERRY BLOSSOM: This race at six 
furlongs and carrying a purse of $10,000-added, 
Was designed as a prep for the Chesapeake, 
which in turn is regarded a suitable conditioner 
for the Derby. Double Speed was the big name 
in the Cherry Blossom. Brandishing an impos¬ 
ing record of four-for-four as a juvenile, the 
Hertz colt appeared to be the class of his field. 
Although it represented his 1954 debut, many 
believed the Cherry Blossom to be Double 
Speed’s for the asking. He was ranked on a par 
with Fisherman and Errard King in the Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap. 

Obviously, Ring King a$d Willie Hartack 
hadn’t heard what they were saying in Cali- 
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fornia, for this pair trounced the l-to-2 favorite 
quite effectively. 

As he is wont, the speedy but none-too-perse¬ 
vering Old Glendale went right to the front at 
the start; he had had enough when Ring King 
took over after going a half. Once in command, 
the Rice colt outclassed his opposition by win¬ 
ning by three and a half lengths. 

War Piper, which was never far out of it, 
was again second, passing Double Speed on the 
final bend. The latter colt held on for third. 
Pete Moreno, who had just signed to ride for 
the Hertzes, said Double Speed was bumped at 
the head of the stretch, sulked and wouldn’t ex¬ 
tend himself. 

A GEM SPARKLES: The Laurel Handicap 
on April 3 marked the return to the winner’s 
circle of Royal Bay Gem, which spent much of 
his time last year studying Native Dancer’s run¬ 
ning gear—from the rear. The four-year-old 
son of * Royal Gem II-Bayadere, by Chance 
Play, won the mile-and-a-sixteenth Laurel by 
two and a quarter lengths. His timing was 
perfect. He hadn’t been so accurate in stakes 
company since he won the Peabody Memorial 
in Chicago last May. 

Mr. Paradise, from the Rice stable, was re¬ 
sponsible for the first three fractions of the 
Laurel, but when he wasn’t able to draw clear 
of Candlewood and King JoJie, he tired of his 
task. Meanwhile, Royal Bay Gem, which had 
been dawdling along in the rear, commenced 
his move after passing the half-mile pole, circled 
his field and pulled away at the finish. 

Dinner Winner, which raced well through¬ 
out the Laurel meeting, finished second, after 
being in close quarters on the last bend. Mr. 
Paradise hung on for third. 

ENCORE: The Chesapeake Stakes rounded 
out Ring King’s curriculum at Laurel, and he 
graduated summa cum laude, running the race 
in the second fastest time (1:44) in its 33-year 
history. Only Cavalcade ran the mile and a six¬ 
teenth faster—and then only by a tick. 

The name sophomores stayed in New York 
for the Experimental but Ring King’s presence 
in the Chesapeake field more than made up for 
tha absentees. 

Gaidar, winner of the Remsen last y,far and 
coming off a good race at Jamaica, was the 
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public’s choice. Next best, the crowd liked the 
filly Gweny G. Ring King was third choice but 
won like a l-to-2 shot. Ollie Cutshaw restrained 
him behind Rusher’s Beam for the early fur¬ 
longs, then gave him his head coming into the 
stretch turn. Ring King’s margin at the wire 
was two and three-quarters lengths. It could 
have been more. For Free, owned by H. A. 
(not Calumet’s Jimmy) Jones, closed well to be 
second a neck to the fore of Alfred Roberts’ 
Thither. Gaidar was just another statistic to 
show why the public is wrong two-thirds of 
the time. He finished seventh. 

Ring King is trained by likeable Tommy J. 
Kelly, who is strictly a home-grown product. 
The 35-year-old Irish conditioner stems from 
Brighton, a community just outside of Pikes- 
ville. Tommy’s brother Ed trains the Brook¬ 
field Farm horses for Harry Isaacs. 

Kelly took over the Ada L. Rice string after 
the Laurel meeting last fall. Ring King’s win 
in the Cherry Blossom was his first stakes vic¬ 
tory since lending his talents to the Rice menage. 

OFF TO A GOOD START: Wreck Master, 
a juvenile son of Bolero and the Boswell mare, 
Lady Boswell, set a new track record for four 
and a half furlongs when he scorched over the 
distance in : 52 4/5 in winning a maiden race 
on March 30. In his next start, Wreck Master 
lowered his own mark by two-fifths of a second 
in triumphing easily. The fleet youngster is the 
first winner from Bolero’s initial crop. Bolero 
holds the world’s record for six furlongs which 
he set at Golden Gate Fields in 1950. Wreck 
Master is owned by Palatine Stable and is 
trained by J. Bowes Bond. His connections will 
test him next in stakes company. 

THE LEADERS: Willie Hartack booted 
home 28 of his 124 mounts to win the Laurel 
riding championship. Baltimore’s own Sammy 
Boulmetis, commuting between Laurel and Ja¬ 
maica, where he won the fastest Experimental 
on record with the good colt Errard King, rode 
24 winners for a batting percentage of 29- 


Walter Blum and Nick Shuk followed with 17 
and 13 wins, respectively. 

Bernie P. Bond knotted the trainer’s race with 
Ev W. King on the final day of the meeting. 
Each conditioner posted nine wins. Tommy J. 
Kelly followed with eight victories, all from the 
Rice barn, and J. Bowes Bond and Frank A. 
Bonsai finished close up with seven and six 
tallies, respectively. 

Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s stable collected winnings 
of $42,585 to pace the owners. Of this figure. 
Ring King contributed $26,710 to be the lead¬ 
ing money-winning horse. Royal Bay Gem’s 
victory in the Laurel Handicap was responsible 
for E. Constantin Jr.’s second place ranking 
among the owners. Ella K. Bryson’s stable 
earned $14,025 to gain lesser Laurel laurels. 

THE TREND ‘HOLDS: Bowie may not 
match the figures set at Laurel but the re-vamped 
course in the pines is clicking along at a merry 
clip and the meeting promises to be a successful 
one. 

Pet Bully, another good one from the Rice 
barn which likes to hear his feet rattle, got the 
session off to a swift start when he reeled off 
five and a half in 1:03 4/5 on opening day. 
Sandy’s old mark of 1:05 1/5 had stood since 
November 26, 1947. 

ROWE, ROWE, ROWE: When Mrs. Sam¬ 
uel M. Pistorio’s Brazen Brat scored a head vic¬ 
tory in the Rowe Memorial it gave the popular 
Howard County sportswoman her third straight 
victory in the six-furlong Bowie feature. Tus¬ 
cany, which was recently retired to the stud 
after having failed to stand training, won the 
two previous renewals for Mrs. Pistorio. 

A sloppy track cut the starting field for the 
Rowe to five. Just Sydney, Freedom Parley and 
Sweet Vermouth ran each other into the ground 
allowing Brazen Brat to come from the rear 
and take it all. The Sky Raider mare usually 
goes to the front at the start, but in the Rowe 
proved that she could come from behind as well. 
It was the five-year-old’s fifth straight victory.

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She ended her 1953 campaign with two wins, 
took the Capitol Handicap in her first outing 
this year and scored in an allowance race at Ja¬ 
maica just prior to her Rowe triumph. 

ONE FOR BROOKMEADE: Favorite play¬ 
ers made good in the Southern Maryland handi¬ 
cap on April 24 when Brookmeade Stable’s First 
Aid scored an easy victory while establishing, 
on a slow track, a new time record (1:45 1/5) 
for the mile-and-a-sixteenth race. It was the 
four-year-old’s first win this season. Last year, 
First Aid won five of his 15 starts and $71,062. 
The Saranac Handicap at odds of 66 to 1 was 
among his 1953 wins. 

The Spaniel jumped into the lead at the start 
of the $15,000 Southern Maryland but was 
quickly joined and passed by Lotus Eater which 
broke from the outside. Shuk had First Aid run¬ 
ning third on the outside under a tight hold as 
the field passed the stands. When Shuk loosed 
a wrap on the far turn First Aid shot to the fore 
and stayed there to score by three lengths. Spring 
Grove, an 89-to-l longshot, was close at all 
times and held on well to finish second. Hartack 
reversed tactics with Mr. Paradise and brought 
him from off the pace to account for third 
money. W. E. Brown’s Bank Coal got through 
on the inside but not in time to do better than 
fourth. 

AFIELD: Find, hero of the Ohio Derby, Grey 
Lag and Empire City Handicaps last year, was 
the first starter in the East for Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s stable in 1954. The Maryland barn got 
off to a great start when the four-year-old son 
of Discovery and Stellar Role won Jamaica’s 
Excelsior Handicap in his New York seasonal 
debut. 

Find was second highweight at 121 pounds. 
Landlocked, pegged at 126, finished out of the 
money. The Maryland-bred scored handily by 
three and a half lengths. Find is not the weight 
packer that his daddy was, but he’s a dangerous 
horse under reasonable treatment from the 
handicapper. He failed to live up to expecta¬ 
tions at Santa Anita this past winter but it may 
have been that the gelding did not relish the 
track. Nonetheless, he accounted for the San 
Carlos Handicap there. 

NEXT STOP, PIMLICO: Early indications 
are that the Preakness shapes up as a bigger at¬ 
traction than the Derby was. Porterhouse is 
coming along well now, and it appears as though 
the Virginia colt will face the Derby winner 
come May 22. Because it is three weeks later 
than the Churchill classic, and a sixteenth of a 
mile shorter, the Preakness gives shopworn 
three-year-olds a chance to recover. It may catch 
some of the good ones on the rebound. 
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RING KING , Oliver Cutshaw in the saddle , 
after his impressive victory in the Chesapeake. 

Maryland’s lone Preakness hope, Stafford¬ 
shire, is training well after displaying winning 
form at Laurel and is scheduled to start in the 
Run for the Black-Eyed Susans. Swift Sword, 
Artismo, crackerjack juvenile colt of last year, 
and The Pie King, England’s top two-year-old 
of 1953 are other possibilities. 

Maryland fans may get a closer look and a 
truer line on Ring King at Pimlico. It is very 
likely that he’ll be made a supplementary entry 
before the May 10 deadline. Gigantic, the 
Louisiana Derby winner, is also considered 
likely material for supplementary eligibility. 

Pimlico’s 18-day session will be the most gen¬ 
erous offered to horsemen in Maryland this 
spring. Added monies totalling $145,000 will be 
distributed in the three stakes which highlight 
the meeting. 

The Dixie Handicap will be offered on the 
first Saturday of the meeting, May 8. Known in 
its infancy as the Dinner Party Stakes, the Dixie 
is older than the Preakness. It is a race for three- 
year-olds and up over a distance of a mile and an 
eighth. Thirty-two horses, including two former 
winners, Royal Vale and Alerted, were named 
for this year’s running. 

The Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, worth $20,000, 
plus fees, will be the featured attraction on 
Saturday, May 15. It is restricted to distaff 
three-year-olds and is contested at a mile and a 
sixteenth. The Black-Eyed Susan replaced the 
Pimlico Oaks in 1952. 

The Preakness Stakes, for three-year-olds at 
a mile and a sixteenth, is the piece de resistance 
of the Maryland Jockey Club. Like the Derby 
and Belmont, the Preakness is endowed with a 
purse of $100,000 added. It will be contested on 
May 22 and will be televised. 
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Mike Smithwick, a young Marylander whom 
experts regard as America’s best steeplechase 
rider in many decades, became the first man in 
the 58-year history of the country’s toughest tim¬ 
ber classic to win five Maryland Hunt Cups when 
he rode a chestnut named Marchized to Victory 
in "the big race” at Glyndon, Md., on April 24. 

Twenty-five-year-old "Mikey” hung up his per¬ 
sonal record as he made it five Hunt Cups in a 
seven-year period; back in 1952 he had retired 
one of the big challenge trophies with Pine Pep’s 
third Maryland triumph. 

Marchized, a big chestnut by Pasteurized, like¬ 
wise made another noteworthy chapter in the 
history of the race because he was the first Hunt 
Cup winner ever trained by a lady, Betty Bosley, 
whose unique horsey background is an all-Mary- 
iand one. Betty, still in her 20’s, was the young¬ 
est daughter of a famous Old Line State racing 
family which made national news when the 
great Chase Me was killed in a fall while run¬ 
ning against Equipoise. Betty grew up in the 
show ring, the hunting field, and also galloping 
runners and schooling steeplechasers; many 
trainers today consider her practically unbeat¬ 
able on any sort of horse. 

The fit, machine-like jumper which Betty sent 
to the post was running in the colors of her old 
friend, Cynthia Cannon, of Millbrook, N. Y., but 
the real story was that Marchized had been sold 
earlier in the week to James F. McHugh, of 
Unionville, Pa., which now is headquarters for 
the Bosley horses. 

The sale to the young Pennsylvania sports¬ 
man was not made until after the Maryland en¬ 
tries closed; hence Miss Cannon, who made Mar- 
chized’s entry in the race, was the recipient of 
the big silver trophy. And the purchase was 
not even announced after the race, although it 
Was verified by sources close to both the buyer 
?md seller. 

Marchized, a seven-year-old, won his Hunt 
Cup in the style of a good horse. He went to the 
front soon after the break when none of the 
other 10 starters was willing to set the pace— 
2nd despite Mike Smithwick’s efforts to take 
him back, Marchized gained two lengths on 
the field over every fence. His closest pursuer 
was the imported horse, Land’s Corner, which 
had won the My Lady’s Manor race two weeks 
earlier and was one of the favorites in this last 
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— by Anne H. Christmas 1 

outing of Maryland’s "big three” of steeple¬ 
chasing. 

Marchized and Land’s Corner, running in his 
distinctive style with his neck bowed, were well 
away over the second fence, but Janon Fisher’s 
Sohrab and Maj. Gen. Richard K. Mellon’s No 
Wings were less fortunate. Both horses stopped 
and lost their riders at that point, and rider 
Phillip Fanning, who’d been on Sohrab, received 
painful facial cuts when he was clipped by an¬ 
other horse. 

It was still Marchized and Land’s Corner to 
the sixth fence, where the young Irish amateur, 
Robert McCreery, hit the ground with Head 
Agent. McCreery remounted but the field was 
drawing out of sight, so he jogged over to watch 
the finish—thereby earning, albeit somewhat 
painfully, an excellent seat for the race. 

With Marchized continuing to jump in his 
precision style, the survivors in the field moved 
on to the ninth, where it was the 1953 Maryland 
winner, Third Army, which put in a bad re¬ 
fusal. Off came rider Gene Weymouth, and off 
went the hopes of owner Harry A. Love for tak¬ 
ing home a second trophy. Third Army was a

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heavy choice in the sotto-voce wagering, not 
only in memory of last year’s performance but 
also of his victory the week before in the ’’little” 
Grand National. 

At the tenth, down went Black News, leaving 
his bridle in the hands of rider Carl Meister, 
who was not injured. 

And so it was that there were five horses left 
as they moved down to the hated ’’third and thir¬ 
teenth” fence, known locally at the Union Me¬ 
morial Jump, named for all-too-obvious reasons 
in honor of the hospital where many a Hunt Cup 
jockey has been taken. In this running, however, 
the dreaded fence failed to claim any casualties 
and there was a noticeable breathing of relief 
among many spectators when the last of the 
field cleared it on the second trip around. 

Near the big board obstacle that is the six¬ 
teenth fence, the front-running Marchized be¬ 
gan to shorten his stride somewhat. Smithwick 
confessed afterward that it was the only moment 
during the race that he was at all worried, but 
he "got into” his chestnut and Marchized caused 
him no further uneasiness. 

Land’s Corner and rider "Tiger” Bennett posed 
the only hint of a threat as they headed for 
home, but Marchized was running so easily that 
there was little doubt as to the outcome. 
Marchized led by a slight margin over the last 
fence, hit it hard behind for his only solid rap 
of the entire 22 fences—and quickly drew away 
to a four-length lead. Land’s Corner was another 
five lengths ahead of Induction, the other half 
of the Mellon entry, which was a scant half a 
length to the good of Ned’s Flying, Mrs. C. P. 
Denkla’s entry ridden by B. H. Murray. Time 
was 9:17, just 33 seconds off Blockade’s track 
record of 8:44, but the first two miles were un¬ 
usually slow. 

The tack scarcely had been pulled off 
Marchized when the rumors began flying about 
his new ownership. But it was tall, blonde Miss 
Cannon who accompanied Miss Bosley to the 
stand to receive the trophy from Stuart S. Janney, 
Jr. (who until this race was tied with Smithwick 
at four Maryland Hunt Cup victories each). 

It was a dull, damp day in the Valley; about 
10,000 spectators journeyed up the steep hill¬ 
side of J. W. Y. Martin’s Snow Hill Farm for 
the classic. The overhanging clouds never man¬ 
aged to produce any rain, but there was the con¬ 
stant threat of a downpour. But Hunt Cup Day 
always brings out the faithful, and there still 
were plenty of picnic baskets, tweed-clad spec¬ 
tators, and a few hard-bitten optimists in sum¬ 
mer apparel—presumably with their pride keep¬ 
ing them warm. 
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Even more optimistic were the vendors who 
toted stacks of Chinese coolie hats to the scene, 
designed to be sold beneath a hot sun. And on 
this dreary day, there were no takers. 

There were a few minor changes in the han¬ 
dling of the crowd, which were particularly no¬ 
ticeable in a scene where nothing much has 
been changed in lo, these 58 years. In a burst 
of ingenuity, the committee arranged what were, 
actually, a paddock for the horses and another 
paddock for the people. It was a wise move, for 
there are hundreds of horsey folk who regard 
paddock tickets as their God-given birthrights, 
and quite frequently the horses have to make 
reservations for saddling room. So, for this day, 
there was an inner circle of snow fencing in 
which the human occupants of the paddock 
had to be content with kicking each other, and 
an outer ring of snow fencing which made a 
nice, safe place for the horses to be walked and 
saddled. 

There were a few sidelights to provide fas¬ 
cinating chatter for the next eleven, or pre- 
Hunt Cup, months. For one thing, the Cannon- 
Bosley team left their Pennsylvania bailiwick 
without their colors, so there was a last-minute 
change of silks from the scarlet-and-white listed 
in the program to blue and white. It was gen¬ 
erally agreed afterward that there is nothing 
luckier than a change of colors, and this thing 
could snowball into quite a chore for racing 
secretaries. 

It also is anticipated that there will be a rash 
of snaffle bridles and running martingales, which 
happened to be the tack of the winner. 

Jockey Smithwick declared after it was all 
over that he feared Marchized might have been 
a trifle short, as he hadn’t raced in four weeks. 
However, the flashy chestnut was plenty fit 
enough to handle easily horses which had 
run in the other two-thirds of the local timber 
season; and that, brother, is some kind of fit! 

My Lady's Manor 

There’s a special charm to the opening of the 
three-week steeplechasing which makes every 
April a thing of beauty to Marylanders, and 
many of the Hunt Cup eligibles (except, this 
year, the ultimate Hunt Cup winner) turned 
out for the My Lady’s Manor race, a three-mile 
affair in its 43rd year, at Monkton on April 10. 

’’Tiger” Bennett, as usual, had the mount on 
his old friend, Land’s Corner, which he had 
ridden to second place behind Third Army in the 
1953 Hunt Cup. The ten-year-old Irish horse 
(a grandson of Cottage, the famed sire of many 
Aintree winners) cut 12 seconds off the track 
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record set in last year’s race by Mr. Janney’s 
Philstar, making a new mark of 6:14-1/5. 

Mrs. Strawbridge, full of hopes for the Mary¬ 
land, also could extract some comfort from the 
fact that her My Lady’s Manor winner turned 
back Third Army, which had finished third be¬ 
hind Arthur E. Pew, Jr.’s Head Agent. Third 
Army, showing much of the form that took him 
to his big victory last year, led during the early 
stages of the running and regained the lead 
briefly when Head Agent went very wide on the 
first loop of the course. Rider McCreery went 
astray of the flags and lost about 50 lengths, 
which old Head Agent made up in a surprising 
burst of speed. But in the dash for the finish 
line. Land’s Corner managed to pass him, win¬ 
ning by a short neck. 

In the other race on the card, the winner 
caused about as much pure sentiment as you’d 
find in a timber event. The secondary feature 
is known as the John Rush Streett Memorial, 
named in memory of the grandfather of one of 
today’s riders, John R. S. Fisher. And who won? 


John Rush Streett Fisher, mounted on Joseph 
M. Rogers’ Big Breeze. The committee, which 
arranges for trophy presentations far in advance 
of race day, found themselves with a Hollywood- 
type drama on their hands when young Fisher 
received the trophy from his mother, Mrs. Louis 
M. Fisher. 

Fife Symingtons Palau was the pace-setter 
in the 8-horse field, and for 14 fences he looked 
to be a certain winner, improving his margin 
handily. But at that point, the course sloped 
upward toward the finish—and old Palau had 
nothing left. Rider Smithwick and Old Fash¬ 
ioned went by him, followed closely by young 
Fisher and the Rogers entry. But Big Breeze still 
had enough in reserve to glide past Old Fash¬ 
ioned and win. 

Grand National Point-to-Point 

The honest-to-goodness "hunting hunter,” 
Harry A. Love’s Third Army, came out of his 
earlier appearance at My Lady’s Manor a much

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more fit horse than before, and had things his 
own way to win the Grand National Point-to- 
Point on April 17 at Butler, Md. 

With Gene Weymouth again in the saddle, 
Third Army ran his three miles and 18 fences in 
6:20-2/5, about ten seconds slower than Pine 
Pep’s course record set in 1951. Third Army took 
the lead at the third fence, with No Wings (rid¬ 
den by the Elkridge-Harford Joint Master, Louis 
Neilson, Jr., up) close behind, followed by In¬ 
duction, the newcomer Sohrab, Ned’s Flying, 
Black News and Moody Buster. 

Ned’s Flying gained a slight lead over Third 
Army after the eighth fence, but then Mr. Love’s 
big bay hunter regained his advantage and had 
little trouble in winning. Rider Weymouth did 
have a few seconds of anxiety when Third Army 
put in a bad fence at the seventeenth, but he 
didn’t go down and it was Third Army’s race. 

He won by six lengths over Sohrab. 

Only three horses answered the starter’s call 
for the Western Run Plate, when there were 
four scratches. Mrs. James Miller’s bay son of 
Battleship, the seven-year-old Starboard, carried 
his trainer, Mike Smithwick, to victory over the 
Weymouth-owned Flash B. The other entry, 
Palau, pulled up after the fifteenth jump. 

The committee revived, after a long absence, 
the Fox Hunters Challenge Cup, to be ridden in 
pink. Designed purely for real hunting horses, 
the outing was won by a comparative outsider 
in the pre-race figuring, John Devereux III, on 
his father’s 14-year-old son of Double Scotch, 
Unheard. Young Jack, who lives near the How¬ 
ard County Hunt Club at Glenelg, had whipped 
off the horse all winter. Despite hitting one fence 
hard enough to split the rail, Unheard did not 
even bobble and won by five lengths over Bache¬ 
lor’s Double, with owner D. B. Brewster up. 

Maryland Horses In Oregon 

Some months ago Mr. and Mrs. Robert Dean 
and their daughter Bobbi, of Prineville, Oregon, 
visited Maryland, picked up ten in-foal mares 
and a weanling colt and headed back for their 
home state. They hope to race the colts and 
fillies produced at Portland Meadows and other 
courses in the Northwest. 

The accompanying photographs show that 
young horses are arriving as per plan and that 
Miss Bobbi Dean is being brought up to be a 
horsewoman. This is natural, as her mother is 
thoroughly at home in the saddle. Mrs. Dean has 
competed in many "powder puff” derbies and has 
taken top honors in some. She breaks the year¬ 
lings at the Dean ranch. 

In a recent letter Mrs. Dean tells of the 
family’s delight with a colt by Shivaree—Lady 
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Maryland, which is as friendly as a puppy and 
the companion of little Bobbi. 

The colt was a weanling when purchased here 
last season. Bobbi adopted him (or vice versa) 
at once and soon was riding him. The four- 
year-old youngster has no fear of the horses 
and is not daunted by an occasional fall.

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AUDREY AND THE PRINCE

Just as it takes two to tango, it takes two to 
make that uncanny combination of horse and 
rider. This combinaion merges into teamwork, 
with the equestrian and his reliable mount 
working together. I have in mind one such 
gallant team, member of the Havre de Grace 
Chapter. You, undoubtedly, have seen them in 
the ring or have read about them in newspapers 
and magazines. They combine love and patience 
with determination and grit, cautious courage 
with modesty and selflessness. Together they 
make and keep perfect rhythm. Yes, Audrey 
Rickey and her bay, My Prince Valiant, are 
the epitome of this combination. 

Audrey was 14 when she begged her father 
to come see the indescribable bay she so badly 
wanted. He wasn’t pretty; his conformation 
was poor, and to many he looked like a draft 
horse when unsaddled. But when he moved out 
under saddle (whether hacking or clearing any 
jump asked of him), he had a style all his own 
—one that made him look like he was wearing 
foam-rubber shoes or pretending he was Pegasus 
gliding over a puffy cloud. 

Audrey was sold on this 15.3 bay but it cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t due to his breeding. There are 
no papers and almost anybody’s guess has it. 
Most people agree, however, that he has Morgan 
blood from which he gets his eternal stamina. 

Humphrey Finney once said of Prince that 
he was of the Heinz breed—57 Varieties with 
a dash of Morgan and Hackney. 

Yes, Audrey was sold on this bay, but he, 
being a one-man horse, insisted on a little time 
to think the whole matter over, even after being 
moved to his new quarters. But it didn’t take 
long for Audrey’s overwhelming pride, patience, 
and perseverance to win him over. Prince loves 
his owner just as she loves him, the only dif¬ 
ference being that he is so casual and aloof about 
the whole thing. 

This brings to mind the almost-human story 
about Prince. He wasn’t aloof or indifferent 
that time! He was Prince Royal in those days 
when Harry Hopkins of Churchville had him. 
It was a dull, damp day in the spring of 1943 
and Prince was taking it easy out in the held 
with King, a pet skewbald of the family, and 
an old blind mare who had been retired. Sud¬ 
denly, a freak wind storm came up over the hill. 
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It lashed around the staunch maples standing 
along the edge of the woods, making them bow 
in submission. 

The startled horses became fearful and 
King and Prince, fighting the wind, galloped 
across the held into the open barn. There they 
were safe. But the blind mare, miserably help¬ 
less, was still out in the middle of the held, 
head down, eyes shut, standing her ground. She 
whinnied and called for help—each time making 
it louder as the storm continued to rage. 

Before any of the Hopkins could get out to 
the held, Prince and King trotted out of the 
barnyard and across the held, trampling down 
maple limbs blown down by the storm. Reaching 
the mare, one got on either side of her, forming 
a team with the inside of each touching the 
blind mare. Keeping this position, they battled 
the storm and guided the mare to the barn.

Robert A. Duffy, Maryland horseman who 
accepted an assignment to introduce the Puett 
starting gate to Greek racing, has kept us posted 
on his interesting activities in the land of 
Achilles and George Givot. 

Duffy’s task was to assemble the starting gate, 
get together and train a crew, and then school 
horses and riders in the intricacies of the con¬ 
traption. 

He picked up a little Greek, he says, but re¬ 
lied mostly on interpreters. 

It is difficult to picture an official getting over 
his message to a headstrong rider through a 
third party, but Bob says he took particular pains 
to learn "fundamental” words. These, used in 
the proper place and with just the right em¬ 
phasis, were effective. American, English and 
French riders are far superior to those of Greece, 
says Duffy, but adds that the sport is conducted 
on a much smaller scale there and few outstand¬ 
ing saddlesmiths have been developed. 

As required by social life on the continent, 
quite a celebration was staged when the starting 
device was introduced to Grecian aristocrats of 
the Turf world. 


The day before the track was to open with 
the new barrier in use was set for the ceremony. 
As it happened the date was March 17. 

Duffy was as happy as an Irishman emceeing 
a Greek picnic on St. Patrick’s Day, which was 
precisely the situation. Champagne was spilled 
and he pressed the button. 

Duffy arrived back in this country in time 
for the Maryland Hunt. His last letter from 
overseas is printed below. 

To the Editor: 

The inauguration on March 17 (the necktie 
was green) and the use of the gate the next 
day met with huge success. 

The horses are well along toward complete 
schooling—from the photograph of the first start 
they appear to have learned their lesson better 
than the riders. I should be getting away from 
here about April 20. 

Am looking forward to a few days’ racing at 
Newmarket as guest of the British Bloodstock 
fellows.

The Rosecroft meet will be fol¬ 
lowed by 20-night sessions starting June 9 at 
Laurel Raceway, July 5 at Baltimore Raceway 
and July 30 at Ocean Downs Raceway, Ocean 
City, Md. 

Never before has Maryland boasted such a 
liberal array of harness stakes and overnight 
purses, nor has the State played host to such a 
"blue-book” array of trotting and pacing world 
champions. 

Besides, the national trend to bigger crowds 



Adi os Boy, which last season went the fastest 
mile of any two-year-old in harness horse his¬ 
tory, is scheduled to run opening night. May 
14, at Rosecroft Raceway. Howard Camden is 
at the reins. J. S. Turner owns the star pacer. 
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and mutuel handles also is in favor of the 
Maryland trotting tracks. New wagering and 
attendance records were set at Santa Anita in 
California, with the handle topping the million 
mark on several occasions during the meet. Since 
Yonkers Raceway opened in April, that track 
has generated million-dollar handles with mo¬ 
notonous regularity. The recent opening of the 
midwestern harness season at Maywood Park in 
Chicago was the same story—a record opening 
crowd and handle. 

The following roster of world champions 
which have been staked along the Maryland 
circuit this season will convey better than adjec¬ 
tives the temper of trotting and pacing talent 
which wili provide the harness racing excite¬ 
ment here: Hi-Lo’s Forbes, (1:58 3/5) worlds 
champion of half-mile track; Adios Boy (1:58 
3/5) holder of the world’s two-year-old harness 
lecords on the mile track (1:58 3/5) and 
half-mile track (2:03); Lu Peck (2:04 3/5) 
and Torch Key (2:04 3/5), holder of 
the world’s three-year-old trot marks for filly 
and gelding respectively on half-mile tracks; 
Solicitor (1:57 2/5) co-holder with Tar Heel 
of the world’s three-year-old pace record on a 
mile track; Isola’s Ensign (2:02 2/5) world 
champion two-year-old pacing gelding on a mile 
track; Ferman Hanover (1:59 2/5), world’s 
champion 3-year-old pacing gelding on mile 
track; Tassel Hanover (1:57 4/5), holder of 
three world records; Newport Dream (2:01 
3/5) world’s champion two-year-old trotting 
colt on a mile track in race; Thunderation 
(2:04) which holds the same mark for geldings; 
Pronto Boy (2:05, 2:04 3/5) holder of world’s 
two-heat record for two-year-old geldings; 
Chuck Volo, holder of the world’s record of 
3:05 3/5 for the mile and a half; Meadow Rice, 
holder of the world record of 2:07 4/5 for the 
mile and a sixteenth distance; and such other 
world record holders as Sidney Hanover, Hardy 
Hanover, Kimberly Kid, Pronto Don, Dale 
Frost. Keystoner, Irish Hal, Trustful Hanover, 
Harold Abbe, Torrid, Lord Steward, and Earl’s 
Song. 

ROSECROFT READY 

Workmen have been hard at it preparing the 
beautiful Rosecroft plant for the big season 
opening on May 14. Regarded as one of the 
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most modern and spacious night harness tracks 
in the country, Rosecroft has consistently in¬ 
creased the calibre of racing from year to year. 

Rosecfort this year is offering a record quar¬ 
ter-million dollars in purses, including 30 rich 
stakes which have drawn almost 1500 entries 
from top stables in the nation, including those 
of Billy Haughton, the nation’s top money and 
race winning driver of 1953, and Del Miller, 
top money and race winning reinsman on the 
Grand Circuit last season. 

The Rosecroft Raceway stake program is 
topped by three $10,000 events — the Henry 
Volo Free-For-All Pace on May 31, the Symbol 
Gantle Free-For-All Trot on June 4, and the 
$10,000 First Leg of the Triple Crown Free-For- 
All Pace on June 5.

The Rosecroft meet ought to get off to a 
rousing start, with a $4,000 Inaugural Pace 
carded on the opening night. The inaugural has 
drawn 30 top entries including world champ¬ 
ions Adios Boy and Trustful Hanover, plus 
such Maryland stars as Banner Direct (2:04) 
and Hopewell (2:04 1/5). 


The Henry Volo and Triple Crown at Rose¬ 
croft have attracted more than a million and 
a half dollars in horseflesh each, including such 
big names as Hi-Lo’s Forbes, Prince Adios, Hill- 
sota, Newport Chief, Ferman Hanover, Chuck 
Volo, Irish Hal, Isola’s Ensign, Torrid, Key- 
stoner, Wilmington’s Star, Tassel Hanover, 
Thomas B. Scott, and many others. Hi-Lo’s 
Forbes might be called an early favorite for 
these and other rich stakes on the Maryland 
circuit, since he holds the state record of 2:00, 
and the Rosecroft (2:01 2/5), Laurel (2:00), 
and Ocean Downs (2:03 4/5) track records, 
plus the second fastest time (2:01 4/5) ever 
recorded at Baltimore Raceway. 

Hi-Lo’s Forbes is expected to meet with stern 
competition, however, from Maryland’s other 
great pacing prospect for 1954, Hillsota (2:00), 
purchased last Fall by Rosecroft prexy William 
E. Miller for the sum of $35,000—highest price 
paid for a standardbred in 1953. 

Rosecroft’s big trot, the Symbol Gantle, has 
lured 26 of the aristocrats of the diagonal gait 
—including Ford Hanover, co-holder of the 
Maryland state trotting record of 2:03 1/5; 
Katie Key (1:59 1/5); Earl’s Song (2:00); 
Hadley Hanover, which set the Rosecroft track 
trot mark of 2:04 in the Symbol Gantle last 
year; Newport Star, Maryland Hilly, Tag Me,
